But  it  was  not  their  habit  to 
subtract  unnecessarily  from  what  con^tituted  their 
greatest  enjoyment,  to  provide  for  an  object,  which 
mipht  be  attained  with  less  effiirt,  less  expense,  les.s 
self  denial.  The  bridegroom  might  come  at  an  early 
hour  of  the  night,  and  then  all  things  would  concur 
to  their  entire  satisfaction.  To  obtain  a  great  object 
with  little  effort,  is  in  all  ages  the  grand  problem, 
which  the  indolent  and  short-sighted,  the  “penny-ictae 
and  pound-Joolish'^  among  mortals,  spend  their  lives 
in  seeking  to  accomplish. 

Is  there  not  also  need  to  .suggest  to  Christians  the 
importance  of  taking  heed  lest  they  lose  what  they 
have  wrought  to\vard.s  the  conversion  of  the  world, 
by  neglecting  to  follow  up  the  efforts  which  they  have 
begun  to  makel  The  success  of  all  such  exertions 
must  depend,  under  God,  upon  the  steadfastness  and 
perseverance  in  the  use  of  proper  means.  In  the  mis¬ 
sionary  work  the  labor  of  many  years  is  always  neces¬ 
sary  to  lay  a  foundation  for  success,  and  a  brief  period 
of  zeal  in  its  behalf  will  be  useless,  unle.=8  succeeded 
by  an  unfailing  sfream  of  prayerful  and  liberal  inte¬ 
rest.  VVe  have  indeed  “  run  well”  for  a  time,  in  the 
missionary  w’ork  of  our  Cliurcli,  that  is,  comparatively 
speaking,  but  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  we  shall 
persevere  and  increase  in  cur  z^al  for  this  holy  cause. 
There  must  be  an  increase  or  a  decrease,  for  we  have 
but  made  a  beginning,  and  unless  we  move  onward  to¬ 
wards  our  object,  there  will  necessarily  be  discourage¬ 
ments  from  want  of  su^’cess  and  a  relinqlli^hment  of  a 
woik  loo  onerous  for  onr  eff  rfs  or  rather  for  our  indo¬ 
lence.  But  there  is  happily  no  reason  to  apprehend 
so  mournful  a  calamity  to  the  Cliurcli  and  the  world. 
We  believe  that  the  friends  of  missions  among  us  have 
chiefly  been  brought  up  to  their  work  by  the  unfailing 
characteristic  of  a  Christian,  a  desire  for  the  salvation 
of  mankind,  and  a  dcterniinatiop,  so  far  as  in  them  lies, 
lo  promote  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  to  every  crea¬ 
ture.  We  believe  that  such  principles  can  never  be¬ 
come  dormant,  but  will  lead  to  constant  and  increas¬ 
ing  labors.  It  is  only  necessary  therefore  to  exhort 
one  another  daily,  to  keep  up  a  deep  and  heart-felt 
impression  of  the  wants  of  the  unconverted  world, 
and  the  necessity  of  untiring  effort  in  the  use  of 
means  for  its  conversion. 

If  we  would  not  lose  what  we  have  wrought  for 
the  glory  of  Christ  and  the  salvation  of  sinners,  at 
home  and  abroad,  let  us  above  all  ask  in  the  appointed 
way  and  with  due  earnestness  and  faith  for  the  bless¬ 
ing  of  the  Lord  upon  our  labors.  Let  us  pray  for  an 
increase  of  laftorers  to  plant  the  Gospel  among  the 

iWkfflsptn ‘ArunVisY, 
means  to  sustain  them  in  their  labors,  and  above  all 
Christian  hearts  to  remember  them  at  the  Throne  of 
Grace,  and  never  intermit  their  prayers;  until  the 
Lord  make  Zion  a  praise  in  the  whole  earth.
